TO  THE 


PUBLIC* 


TO  commnriicate  ufefiil  information  to  the 
Public,  cannot  be  deemed  impertinence  or 
intrufion ;  to  with-hold  it  would  be  ungenerous 
and  inhuman. — Ungenerous,  becaufe  every  mem- 
ber of  the  community  is  either  afkually  or  virtually 
obliged  to  his  fellow-creature. — Inhuman,  becaufe 
we  are  impelled  by  the  firft  principles  of  nature,  as 
well  as  by  the  laws  of  morality  and  the  precepts  of 
'religion,  mutually  to  aflift  each  other.  From  the 
exercife  of  this  alliftance  refults  the  moft  exquifite 
and  lading  pleafure  of  which  the  Heart  of  man  is 
fufceptible  j  and  the  praftice  of  phyfic  appears  the 
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Jlappieft  medium  through  which  it  can  be  admi- 
niftered. — This  medium  the  Lord  of  the  univerfe, 
and  Saviour  of  the  human  race  adopted  for  the 
purpofe  of  proving  his  divine  miflion. — Health 
being  the  fupreme  bleffing  man  can  enjoy  in  his 
ftate  of  mortality,  God  chofe  the  reftoration  of  it 
as  a  means  to  foften  the  heart,  for  the  reception  of 
a  reli  gion  founded  on  the  do6lrincs  of  univerfal  be- 
nevolence, and  brotherly  love. 

The  mercy  of  the  Creator  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  mart  alone  the  health  of  the  brute  crea- 
tion is  an  objedl  of  Divine  attention. — We  fee  ani- 
mals of  feveral  fpecies  endowed  with  inftinft,  which 
direfts  them  to  the  ufe  of  fuch  plants  as  are  im- 
pregnated with  Virtues  competent  to  alleviate  their 
difeafes.  Man  a6ls  from  reafon,  and  from  reafon 
fpring  obfervation  and  experience,  which  conftitute 
wifdom.  Man  is  not  born  with  inftinft  to  direft 
liim  to  the  ufe  of  what  is  wholefome,  or  to  avoid  the 
ufe  of  what  is  prejudicial  to  his  health. — He  does 
not  pofTefs  that  quality,  which  is  common  to  brutes, 
directing  them  to  rejedl  every  thing  noxious  to  their 
nature. — The  wild  beaft  of  the  foreft  will  pafs  by 
the  poifonous  fruit  which  a  philofopher  would  eat. 
Thefe  refle6tions  lead  to  the  following  hypothefis : 

That  the  fciencc  of  Botany,  fo  far  as  it  relates 
to  medicinal  application  and  ufe,  owes  its  origin  to 
the  obfervations  which  man  has  made  upon  the  in- 
fl:in£live  conduct  of  brutes,  in  fearching  for,  and 
difcovering  thofe  medicinal  plants,  with  which  all- 
wife  Providence  has  furnifhed  the  earth. 

Hippocrates,  who  flourifhed  in  the  5ch  cen- 
tury before  Christ,  was  the  firft  Botanift  whofe 
writings  have  defcended  to  pofterity;  though  the 
jftudy  of  Botany  was  undoubtedly  commenced  at  an 
aera  long  anterior  to  his  exiftence.    And  though 
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t'he  records  of  the  knowledge  gained  by  the  primi- 
tive philofophers  and  phyficians  were  early  loft,  yet 
it  muft  have  been  deep  and  extenfive,  and  founded 
on  experience,  as  it  appears  in  the  nrft  book  of 
Kings,  that  Solomon,  who  was  born  in  the  year  of 
the  world  1043,  and  who  died  9C5  years  before 
Christ,  "  Spake  of  irees^  from  the  cedar  that  is  in 
"  Lebanon  J  even  unto  the  hyjfop  that  Jpringeth  out  of 
"  the  zvalir 

It  is  not  neceffary  to  the  fubjeft  of  this  Letter, 
tx)  infert  a  fcries  of  thofe  great  philofophers  who 
have  made  the  vegetable  kingdom  a  fiibjeft  of  their 
contemplation  ;  it  is  fufficient  to  fay,  that  in  all 
ages,  and  in  all  nations,  the  virtues  of  plants  have 
been  confidered  the  great  effentials  to  phyfic  and 
pharmacy.  The  Egyptians,,  the  Jews,  the  an-^ 
cient  Greeks  and  Romlins,  cultivated  thisfcience: 
in  fhort.  Botany  is  not  only  the  ground-work  of 
phyfic  inEurope  and  all  civilized  countries,  but  what 
proves  its  utility  be^'ond  all  doubt  is,  that  among 
tlus  moft  barbarous  and  uncivilized  people,  evea 
where  a  total  ignorance  of  every  other  art  and 
fcience  pervades,  and  darknefs  envelopes  the  hu- 
man mind,  a  knowledge  of  plants  is  feduloufly 
fought  for,  and  fuch  as  operate  in  repelling  dif- 
^safes,  and  healing  wounds,  are  generally  known. 
This  obfervation  is  fully  illuftrated  by  the  natives 
of  America  •,  the  moft  favage  of  thefe  people  cure 
the  venereal  difeafe  in  its  moft  horrid  ftages,  with- 
out the  ufe  of  mercury,  the  general  and  only  in- 
fallible expeller  of  that  diforder  known  to  the  Eu- 
ropeans. Their  cures  are  certainly  performed  by 
the  ufe  of  plants ;  and  it  is  probable  plants  of  the 
fame  f[)ecies  grow  in  this  country,  though  none 
of  our  phyficians  have  as  yet  difcovered  their 
virtues. 
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It  is  alfo  to  be  remarked,  that  Providence  has 
prepared  every  foil  with  fuch  qualities,  that  where- 
ever  a  poifon  is.  produced,  there  alfo  an  antidote 
fpontaneoufly  fprings  up. 

Turner  is  the  firft  Englifh  Botanift  of  note;  he 
was  followed  by  Gerrard,  who  was  fucceeded  by 
Tradefcant.  Thefe  ingenious  men  applied  them- 
felves  to  the  culture  of  medicinal  and  rare  plants, 
towards  the  clofe  of  the  i6th  century,  and  by  per- 
fevering  induftry,  infpired  by  active  genius,  not 
only  confiderably  increafed  the  fpecies  of  plants  in 
this  country,  but  made  many  curious  and  ufcful 
difcoveries.  Since  their  time,  the  ftudy  of  botany 
•  has  become  more  general,  and  has  acquired  a  con- 
fiderable  increafe  of  reputation  and  importance. 
Every  day  affords  frefh  proofs  of  the  falutary  effedVs 
of  vegetables,  in  the  application  of  their  properties 
to  phyfical  cafes;  fo  that  at  the  prefent  rera,  Botany 
has  attained  a  degree  of  perfeftion  among  the  mo- 
derns, to  which  the  ancients  were  ftrangers. 

But  the  knowledge  of  Botany,  without  the  know- 
ledge of  chymiftry,  would  be  inadequate  to  the 
cure  of  many  difeafes  to  which  the  human  frame  is 
lubje6t,  particularly  thofe  of  a  malignant  kind ; 
for  the  great  art  of  chymiftry  being  to  analyze,  or 
feparate  natural  or  compound  bodies  into  the  parts 
of  which  they  confifi,  and  to  reduce  them  to  their 
firft  principles ;  without  its  aid,  the  hidden  virtues 
of  plants  and  minerals  could  not  be  difcovered  and 
afcertained,  nor  their  inward  contexture,  or  the 
centre  (as  technically  exprcfled)  wherein  natural 
fubftances  concur  could  not  be  demcfiflraied ;  of 
courfe  the  properties  of  many  fpecres*  in  the  vege- 
table and  mineral  kingdoms  would  remain  un- 
known :   but  chymiftry  enables  the  phyfjcian  to 
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bring  their  qualities  to  proof  by  experiment,  and  to 
preferve  their  effcnces. 

From  the  above  premiles  it  is  clear,  that  the  Bo- 
tanift  whofe  ftudies  extend  beyond  the  fordid  gra- 
tification of  curiofity,  and  has  for  his  objed  the 
relief  of  mankind,  Ihould  poflefs  a  knowledge  in 
chymiftry  competent  to  enable  him  to  extrafl  the 
medicinal  virtues  of  plants,  and  to  feparate  thofe 
virtues  from  fuch  panicles  as  are  noxious.  The 
phyfician  fliould  be  an  adept  in  both  fciences.  He 
(hould  not  only  know  what  is  efficacious  in  parti- 
cular complaints,  but  fhould  alio  be  acquainted 
with  the  mxans  of  correcting  one  quality  by  ano- 
ther. 

A  long,  fedulous,  and  laborious  courfe  of  ftudy 
and  experiment  in  the  fciences  of  botany  and  chy- 
miftry, has  happily  produced  the  Vegetable 
Balsam,  now  offered  to  the  Public ;  a  medicine 
which,  with  the  permilnon  of  Providence,  has  pro- 
duced the  moft  extraordinary  cures,  particularly 
in  that  very  general  and  dangerous  difeafe,  a  Con- 
sumption ;  a  difeafe,  which,  notwithftanding  the 
many  improvements  and  difcoveries  made  in  the 
medical  art,  has  bid  defiance  to  the  fkill  of  the 
phyfician.  The  common  applications  are  not  di- 
rected to  eradicate  its  roots ;  that  has  been  found 
impracticable. — To  mitigate  their  efftCts,  has  been 
heretofore  the  ultimate  hope ;  but  the  inventor  of 
the  Vegetable  Balsam  promifes  an  extirpatica 
of  the  difeafe,  and  renovation  of  health  and  vi- 
gour. 

Consumptions  are  more  prevalent  in  Great- 
Britain  than  in  any  other  country  ;  are  more  preva- 
lent in  London  than  in  any  other  city. — They  make 
up  at  leaft  one  eighth  part  of  the  bills  of  mortality  ; 
and  this  is  accounted  for,  when  we  confider  the  diet 
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of  the  inhabitants,  confifting  moftly  of  animal  food 
and  ftrong  liquors ;  their  employments,  which  arc 
generally  fedentary  ;  the  fmoke  of  pit-coal,  and  the 
variablenefs  o^  he  weather. 

The  proprietor  of  the  Vegetable  Balsam  has 
fearched  inio  the  canfes  of  Consumptions-,  he  has 
found  them  various,  but  their  efFeftc  fimilar ;  and 
after  a  feries  of  experiments,  is  competent  to  prove, 
that  he  has  happily  difcovered  a  medicine,  which 
gives  relief  in  the  mofl  defperate  and  laft  ftages  of 
the  difeafe. — But  when  adminiftered  before  the  dif- 
order  has  confumed  the  vital  parts,  upon  which  it 
preys,  never  fails  in  renovating  the  conftitution  of 
the  patient. 

The  caufes  and  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe,  and  in- 
deed of  all  others,  fhould  be  made  public,  as  great 
and  folid  advantages  muft  arife  to  the  patient  from 
an  early  knowledge  of  his  diforder.  Pievention  is 
always  to  be  preferred  to  cure,  that  the  diforder,  ia 
its  firft  approaches,  may  be  arrefted  and  removed. 
For  this  reafon  the  fymptonis  are  here  flated,  and 
the  patient  who  ufes  the  Vegetable  Balsam  will 
experience  with  pleafure  and  furprize  his  difeafe 
leffening,  from  the  removal  of  the  caufes ;  and  if 
he  perfeveres,  the  ultimate  confequence  will  be  a 
full  reftoration  of  health.  This  is  not  the  vain 
boaftof  an  adventurous  empiric,  but  Hands  evinced 
by  authentic  certificates,  and  the  teftimony  of 
living  perfons,  many  of  whom  are  eminent  in  rank 
and  fortune. 

A  Consumption  may  arife  from  a  defeft  of 
nouriflimenr,  or  from  a  preternatural  decay  of  the 
mufcular  flelh. 

There  are  feveral  fpecies  of  this  difeafe,  engen- 
dered from  the  variety  of  caufes  which  produce  ii: 
as  an  univerfd  or  fcorhutic  consumption,  where  it 
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Is  the  effeft  of  a  fcorbutic  habit;  a  pulmmc  Con'- 
suMPTioN,  where  it  arifes  from  fome  caufe  in  the 
lungs. 

A  Confumptlon  may  proceed  from  accidental^ 
natural^  or  hereditary  caufes. 

The  caufesof  accidental  Consumptions  may 
be  divided  into  four  clalTes. 

Firji,  A  Consumption  may  proceed  from 
cers,  or  polypufTes,  formed  in  the  lungs,  caufed  bv 
fomethingthat  impedes  or  obftrufls circulation  in  the 
pulmonary  veflcls,  which  are  the  vefTels  of  the  lungs^ 
or  renders  the  blood  glutinous,  or  tenacious,  whereby 
there  is  a  fuppreffion  of  any  natural  evacuation. 

Secondly^  Consumptions  may  proceed  from  in^ 
temperance,  occafioning  either  a  cacochymia,  which 
is  a  vicious  ftate  of  the  vital  humours,  efpecially 
of  the  mafs  of  blood  ;  arifing  from  either  a  dif- 
order  of  the  fecretions,  or  excretions ;  or  from 
outward  contagion  ;  or  from  a  plethora,  which  is  a. 
fuUnefs  of  the  veiTels  to  excefs. 

Thirdly,  Consumptions  may  proceed  from  pe- 
ripneumoniesy  which  are  inflamations  of  the  lungs 
and  breaft  attended  with  a  fever  and  a  diffiGulty  of 
breathing;  or  from pleurijies,  ajlhmasy  catarrhs,  which 
are  deflu£lions  of  humours  from  the  head,  mouth, 
windpipe  and  lungs ;  coughs,  diarrakeas,  which  is 
a  loolenefs  or  flux  of  the  belh  ;  venereal  di /orders, 
and  excefs  of  venery,  in  which  is  included  maftur- 
bation,  or  felf  pollution,  a  habit  productive  of  the 
worft  confequences,  and  into  which  the  youth 
of  both  fexes  are  too  often  led,  by  evil  example  and 
converfation,  or  the  perufal  of  lalcivious  books. — 
To  this  clafs  may  be  added  difeafes  incidental  to 
women,  proceeding  from  cold  caught  when  lying- 
in  v  injuries  received  in  the  courfe  of  pregnancy, 
and  various  other  caufcs ;  from  the  mealies,  whoop- 
ing- 
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itig^coiigh,  and  other  diforders  to  which  childreri 
are  liable; 

Fourthly^  Consumptions  may  proceed  froiii 
grief,  Imprifonment,  hard  fludy,  'and  every  occu- 
pation and  profeflion  which  requires  a  fedentary 
life,  or  precludes  free  air  and  exercife. 

Natural  Consumptions  may  arife  from  the 
ftraitnefs  of  the  thorai^y  or  brcaft,  or  an  ill  conform- 
ation of  the  parts. 

An  hereditary  Consumption  may  be  com- 
municated from  parents  to  their  children  without 
any  vifible  caufe. 

The  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe  are  numerous. — • 
They  ufually  commence  with  undationary  pains, 
and  flying  ftitchcs ;  an  irritating  pain  at  the  pic 
of  the  ftomach,  or  in  the  diaphragm  or  midriff^ 
■which  divides  the  upper  cavity  of  the  bellr  from, 
the  lower ;  frequent  and  profufe  fpitting ;  lofs  of 
appetite-,  aquickpulfe;  a  faltnefs  or  fweetnefs  of 
the  faliva^  heats  and  flufhings  in  the  face  and 
palms  of  the  hands  after  meals ;  a  hedtic  intermit- 
ting fever,  particularly  troublefome  towards  the 
evening;  heavinefs,  faintnefs,  and  night-fweats,  and 
where  the  lungs  are  fird  difordcred,  the  confump- 
tion  is  generally  preceded  by  a  cough,  catarrh,  or 
afthma. 

Having  flated  the  caufes  and  fymptoms  of  con- 
fumptions,  and  defcribed  their  difl'erent  fpecies,  the 
next  objedl  is  their  cure. 

Dr.  Cullen,  one  of  the  moft  eminent  profefTors 
of  phyfic  that  this,  or  perhaps  any  other  country 
can  boaft,  has  candidly  acknowledged,  *'  that  no 
"  preparation  has  been  difcovered  capable  of  pre- 
"  venting  the  formation  of  ulcers  on  the  lungs, 
"  or  refolving  them  when  formed,  efpecially  when 
*•  attended  with  inflammation:"  but  he  adds,  "  that 
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"  he  does  not  defpair  of  a  remedy  being  found  to 
"  anfwer  the  purpofe."  This  confeflion  proves, 
that  Confumptions  have  been  confidered  incurable 
by  the  Faculty,  until  a  new  remedy  Ihould  be  dif- 
fcovered,  and  that  happy  event  has  at  laft  occurred; 
for  experience  has  evinced,  that  the  Vegetable 
RESTORATIVE  BalsAm,  and  its  auxiliary  medicines^ 
effeclually  eradicate  the  difeafc,  and  reftbre  the 
afflided  to  health. 

Thefe  medicines  having  been  employed  fdr  many- 
years  in  private  praftice  vyith  fuccels,  it  was  an  in- 
difpenfible  duty  incumbent  on  humanity  to  offer 
their  ufes  to  the  Public  ^  and  numbers  to  whom 
they  have  been  adrriiniftered  have  happily  expe- 
rienced their  falutary  cffefts,  even  where  the  Con- 
fumption  has  reduced  the  patient  to  fo  miferable  a 
fituation,  that  it  has  increafed  in  oppofition  to  every 
other  medicine  prefcribed. 

The  daily  impofitions  obtruded  upon  the  credu- 
lous, under  the  denomination  of  medicine,  forni 
as  great  a  grievance  as  any  under  which  the  public 
labour,  the  medicine  being  often  worfe  than  the 
difeafe;  and  as  Confumptions  of  any  ftanding  have 
heretofore,  been  deemed  incurable,  it  would  be  ex- 
traordinary if  many  Were  not  prejudiced  againft  the 
medicine  here  recommended  ;  but  furely  thofe  who 
are  afflidlcd  with  a  complaint  confidered  incurable 
by  the  Faculty^  will  at  leaft  try  an  experiment,  the 
failure  of  which  cannot  injure  them. 

The  fame  courfe  of  ftudy  and  experiment  which 
has  produced  the  Vegetable  Balsam,  has  alfd 
brought  forward  an  Electuary,  which  fliould  be 
adminiftered  previous  to  the  Balsam,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  difcharging  any  bilious  or  phlegmatic  matter 
which  may  be  lodged  in  the  vifcera.  This  elec- 
tuary anfwers  all  the  purpofes  of  an  emetic,  without

to  have  a  means  of  alleviating;  their  fufFerings  : 
where  the  lungs  are  not  totally  exhaufted,  nay, 
even  in  a  confirmed  cafe,  where  but  one  lobe  re- 
mains fufficienily  found  to  convey  the  circulation 
of  the  pulmonary  vefTels,  and  if  age  has  not  dried 
up  the  juices,  this  Balsam,  with  its  concomitant 
medicines,  will  reftore  the  decayed  organs  of  the 
animal  fyftem  to  perform  their  feveral  fundlions. 
But  in  cafe  the  dileafe  is  merely  fumptematic,  and 
not  confirmed,  the  Vegetable  Balsam  will  efiVc- 
tually  remove  it.

It  is  now  in  very  general  ufe  among  the  No- 
bility and  Gentry ;  and  feveral  Gentlemen  and  La- 
dies on  the  Stage  have  alfo  experienced  its  falutary 
effects  :  the  Vegetable  Balsam  alone  being  a 
fpecific  for  hoarfenefs,  forenefs  in  the  cheft,  and  every 
fpecies  of  internal  complaints  arifing  from  cold.
